Ptris, Nov. 12;—The Allied Council of Amba&Kadors. after an 
hour’* discussion of the German reply to their protest against the 
return of the former Grown Prince to Germany, decided to-day to 
refer it to their respective Governments. 

If the replies from the Governments are received in time, the 
Ambassadors will meet again on, Wednesday. 

The German note, which was received to-day, is understood to 
take the stand that Frederick William possesses the same rights 
as other German citizen* and that the German Government has 
no reproach to make against him. . 

Soon after its arrival it was said former 
to be of an unsatisfactory nature to 
the Allies and the members of the 
Ambassadors* Council were hurriedly 
notified to convene for Its con¬ 
sideration.
